Response to Amendment 



Drawings 



The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the physical indicia interacting with 
the common injector must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: plunger drive jaw 
(20) on Page 6 and window (41) on Page 21. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: (18) used in Figures lA 
and IB. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "(41)" and "(44)" have both been used to designate the window, as described 
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on Page 21 of Applicant's specification. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 24-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The drawings and the narrative description in the specification render the design unclear, 
confusing, and incomplete. The claimed invention was not enabled in such a manner that a 
person skilled in the art could have made and used the invention without undue experimentation. 
The Examiner has failed to determine what the physical indicia are and how they comprise a 
portion of the syringe in a manner which would result in information related to the distance of 
the plunger from the end of the syringe to be determined. Additionally, the structural element of 
the injector, i.e. the reader/detector/sensor, which reads, detects, senses and/or responds to the 
physical indicia on the syringe have also not been disclosed in the specification and the 
specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 22-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting an essential element, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted element is: extender (16) of the pre-fiUed syringe. The Examiner 
has ascertained from reviewing Applicant's disclosure (Page 6) that Applicant's novel feature 
involves the ability of the injector to account for the displacement of the plunger due to the 
presence of an extender within the syringe barrel, therefore the presence of a physical indicia is 
directly related to and dependent upon the presence of an extender.
